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A TRIP TO TIBET.

The blessed days of our Wuhn Confer- 
ence are over. Our dear Superintendent— 
Rey. D. W. Lelacheur—has returned from 
his visit to our brethren in the South, and 
now, after a few days of final preparation, 
we are ready to start on our long journey 
to Tibet by the way of the North. 

The morning of the 14th of April was 
wet and stormy, yet very early in the 
Christian Missionary Alliance training 
home— Wuhu—all was astir. Coolies were 
roused from their quiet slumbers and ere 
long after a little confusion were on the 
ay to the bulk with our several boxes. 
Loving farewell words were passed between 
those departing and those staying, and 
we, too, were soon on our way, so happy in 
our inmost beings, beeause we felt that 
Jesus was leading us by the right way. My 
dairy for the morning of this day contains 
the following note: “ Brother Lelacheur 
and I started for Tibet. All that this trip 
may mean to us ’tts not ours now to know. 
God abideth faithful.” 

A day and a half quickly glided by, and 
we soon found ourselves at Shanghai, there 
to spend a few guiet days in making 
needed arrangements ere going further, 
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their distant home in Kansuh, and we wish 
them God’s highest joy and greatest bless- 
ings im their united lives for Him. 
Another day passes and we are called 
upon to say farewell for a time to our two 
dear sisters, Parmenter and Clinch, who 
leit us for Japan that they might rest a 
little and come back stronger for work 
here. We do not undersland why the 
must needs leave the field, but we feel that 
somehow or other God will richly use them 
there in the school of prayer. 
“My times are in Thy hands, 
My God I wish them there; 


My life, my friends, my soul—t leave 
Entirely to Thy care.” 


Our home mai] being delayed we were 
detained a little, yet the time was pleas- 
antly spent at Brother Evans’. His work 
in Shanghai is indeed a most precious onc. 
His home is purely a missionary home, and 
he decidedly refuscs any others but such. 
The kindness and the accuraey with which 
he attends to all business entrusted to his 
care is indeed worthy of highest praise. 

The time comes for us to leave this sweet 
resting-place, and “tis on the evening of 
the 20th that we board our boat for Ticnt- 
sin. We travci as first-class Chinese, with 
the exception that we have forcign food, 
and the amount saved thus is much more 
than half. As to comfort, we could not 
wish for better. We have our own cabin, 
a sufficiently large one at that, and a for- 
elgn deck besides. 

Here we were enabled to do a little mis- 
sionary work and dispose of a few gospels, 
while we ourselves enjoyed the Master’s 


stick going around every once in a while 
and beating the coolies away as they 
swarmed upon you to get your luggage to 
carry. 

About two hours’ ride from this place 
brought us to Ticntsin. We were greeted 
at the station by our dear Brother Wood- 
berry and soon found ourselves in his cozy 
home—hcere to spend a few days in tending 
to the Master’s business. We found him, 
his wife and his little ones, well, very 
happy and actively engaged in the Mas- 
ter’s work, which 1s indeed a most import- 
ant one in this place. In April of last year 
a church was organized here under the di- 
rection of our brother for the English- 
speaking Chinese, and sinee that time God 
has most wonder fully set ITis seal upon the 
work, At present there are forty-cight 
members, forty-two of this number being 
baptized during the past year, while there 
are a number who yet are in the inquirers’ 
class. Then, besides the regular church 
work a Sunday school and day school has 
been organized with an average atlend- 
ance of thirty and twenty-cight pupils re- 
spectively, which is indeed most encour- 
aging. Services are also held among the 
Chinese who cannot speak English, and 
are productive of much good and blessing. 

The little chapel is truly a shining light 
in this place. Its membcrs are active, 
fully devoted and ever ready to use any op- 
portunity to witness for Christ. During 
the past year their free-will offerings 
amounted te over $250 in gold, some of 
this going to the famine fund in India, 
some to the work in Palestine and the rest

here. In the morning we met at nine for 
Chinese worship, and after im the Unglish- 
speaking service. Brother Lawson, of the 
CG. l. M., addressed us, after which our Su- 
perintendent inspired our hearts with a 
few burning truths. tvarly in the after- 
noon we went down to the river side to 
witness the baptizing of five who had been 
won from darkness to light. Before going 
down into the water with Christ, Brother 
Lelacheur spoke to them through an in- 
terpreter, impressing upon their hearts and 
minds the solemnity of the step that they 
were taking. Praise God for this. On re- 
turning, Brother Reid, of Pekin, addressed 
us on the fundamental truths of salvation, 
after which in the name of Christ I spoke 
to the dear students a few words. 

In the evening hour the word dropped 
like liquid fire upon our hearts, as our Su- 
perintendent again spoke to us. 

Again, on Monday night, after a day’s 
business for the Lord, we assembled, and 
besides the members there were a number 
of outside mission- 
aries present. The 
theme for the hour 
was Prayer. 

Our final evening 
was one of much 
Viberty in the Spirit 
and where as many 
as possible took 
part, ‘Lhe service 
opened with a few 
words from the 
writer on the theme 
that we are reflec- 
tors, just the mirror 
which receives and 
throws back the 1m- 
age of Christ. lt 
was, indeed, most 
inspiring to hear 
these young-saved 
Chinese speak for 
Jesus. As we his- 
tened to their words 
and looked into 
their shining faces, 
we scemed to see 4 
hittie of the great 
possibilities that are 
ours in China. 

Brother Lelacheur gave unto the stu- 
dents a loving farewell message, exhorting 
each one of them to be true till the com- 
ing of the Lord. The students, members 
and others, who were present, will long re- 
member his presence among them and en- 
joy in their lives in the coming years 
greater liberty and joy in the Spirit as the 
fruits of his presence here. To God we 
give all the glory and go forth wondering 
what the showers will be, as the drops have 
already been so very big.

Held in Macao, March 24 to 26, 1897, 
The members of the South China Con- 


ference, Christian and Missionary Alli- 


ance, in meeting assembled, send greeting:

We extend to you this message, not

In regard to Ng Chau, the city which is 
to become a treaty port on the 5th of June 
next, we feel that God wrought very defi- 
nitely, and we praise Him for giving us 
the Icase of property in that city the last 
day of 1896. ‘This was in answer to prayer 
that we might secure an opening before 
the old year closed, and also before the city 
was opened as a treaty port. 

On the first day of the new year the first 
fruits of our work in the province were 
reaped af Tung Tsun Market.

results during the coming year. 

We rejoice that God has again brought 
our joved and respected General Superin- 
tendent—Rev. D. W. Lelacheur—to us 
after so blessedly using him in the home- 
land, and for him we ask God’s richest 
blessing as he so bravely presses on to the 
difficult work entrusted to him. 

Our Conference has been one of marked 
unity and blessing, both in the business 
sessions and the study of the Word. 

Now, brethren, “rejoice evermore,”

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On Wednesday morning, March 24th, 
the Conference was opened by our Super- 
intendent, Mr. Lelacheur, who gave a 
Bible reading, and then the regular busi- 
ness of the Conference was taken up and 
many reports made and resolutions passed 
involving the policy of the Southern China 
work, 

The first day the following subjects were 
discussed: The membership of native 
ehurch—probationers—baptism-——amounts 
contributed—where to be placed—how re- 
ceived—all the different details about the 
reception of new members—pupils in 
schools-—teachers—ete. Committees were 
appointed with a local Superintendent in 
Southern China and their different duties 
appointed to them. 

The frVowing appointments were then 
made: 

Brother and Sister Hess in charge of the 
Home in Macao. ‘The time of taking 
charge being left to the mutual agreement 
of Brother and Sister Hess and those now 
in charge. Permission is also granted to 
Brother and Sister Hess to make a trip 
with the young ladies—Miss Cooney and 
Miss Campbell—if, during the time of 
their absence, some of the other married 

couples belonging to this Conierence can 
be at the coast so as to take charge of the 
Home during such absence. 

Misses Campbell and Cooney as students 
in the Home. After a certain time of 
study and advancement in the language 
they shall take a trip. Time of said trip 
to depend somewhat on the amount of lan- 
guage they have attained. This trip shall 
be made with bible women, or in company 
with a married couple, either foreign or 
native. 

Brothers Howden and Christopherson 
to Lo Ting. Nothing is placed in their 
way in regard to making advance into 
Kwong Sai if such advance can be made 
without hindering the work in Lo Ting. 
It is also recommended that no new place 
shall be opened till there are workers to fill 
said opening. 

Messrs. Fee and Landis to go to Kwai 
P’ing to open that city for the Society. 

Dr. Glover and Mr. Jaffray to open 
Tung Un. 

Misses Glover and Doner in charge of 
woman’s work in Mg Chau. In case of 
Miss Glover’s marriage the Local Super- 
intendent may appoint one or two of the 
young ladies now in the Home studying to 
fil) said vacancy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Quick to Tung Tsun. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reeves to Ng Chau. If it 
is thought best to have one of the young 
men now in Ng Chau stay with Mr. Reeves 
for a time, the same is granted. 

The above are to be recognized as the 
stations of the different missionaries on 
the field till next Conference. 

The few days spent together in these 
important duties, both in regard to the 
future of the Southern China Mission and 
the evangelization of that part of China, 
were the most profitable meetings ever 
held in our Mission, and all the mission- 
aries went out into their future work 


praising God for this new and complete 
insight and inraad in God’s way for the 
coming days.

The Jewish ministers of this city re- 
cently discussed the approaching Zionist 
meeting to be held in Munich next Au- 
gust. ‘hey met at the instance of the 
Rev. Dr. Li. Pereira Mendes and decided 
to present certain resolutions which they 
carefully drew up to a meeting of minis- 
ters, presidents of congregations and in- 
stitutions and the chief organizations of 
Hebrews, These resolutions were re-sub- 
mitted at that meeting, after discussion, 
to a committee consisting of the Revs. Dr. 
KK. Kohler, H. Pereira Mendes, Mr. Isidor 
Straus, the Hon. M. 8. Isaacs and C. L. 
Sulzberger. They finally came up at a sec- 
ond meeting at the rooms of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation, Central 
Park West, and were passed. We quote a 
few of them: | 

Resolved, ‘That we favor this or any 
other conference of any prominence being 
furnished for its guidance when desired 
with all possible statistics or other infor- 
mation a8 to the position of the Jews in 
America and the economical, social and 
political conditions which obtain in this 
country. 

Resolved, That the colonization of Pal- 
estine and cmigration to that country, 
within safe limitations, be endorsed, al- 
ways provided that the consent of the 
Turkish government be obtained. 

Dr, Pereira Mendes, the leading rabbi of 
the orthodox school in this city, said 
among other things: “ The Jewish colo- 
nies flourish. The experiments have been 
wonderfully successful. The climate is 
good. The lJand is fertile. Most Hebrews, 
I among them, oppose a Zionist’s sugges- 
tion to purchase Palestine.. All leading 
Hebrews believe in a Jewish state in ac- 
cord with prophecy. Some few Hebrews 
believe a Jewish state means all returning 
to Palestine. It does not. We are to be a 
nation of priests. How can we minister 
to the world without being in actual con- 
tact with the nations? Our mission is spir- 
itual. It is to illustrate and preach the 
Bible by our lives.”

What hopeful words these are coming 
in these last days from the lips of a 
learned rabbi, who but voices the senti- 
ment of thousands and thousands of 
others! Ile is right. The land, according 
to prophecy, is not to be sold. The calling 
of his nation is not unknown to him, “a 
nation of priests.” But Israel can only be 
a nation of priests, a nation of witnesses 
showing forth His praises, declaring His 
glory among the Gentiles, by the gift of 
the Holy Spirit.

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One fact stands out very prominently at 
this present time, viz.: that the Holy 
Spirit is continuing to enlist in Jewish 
work many earnest believers from among 
the Gentiles. There has been no time 
since Jesus left this earth when so many 
prayers were offered for His own people. 
And these prayers which are in these latter 
days given by God Himself will find their 
answer soon. Blessed is the man, woman 
or child who takes a loving attitude to- 
wards the despised Jews and prays and 
labors in their behalf. The smile of His 
approval, the approval of the Coming One, 


rests upou them. 
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Our work in Israel’s behalf seems clear. 
We ought to and must continue to teach 
and preach by voice and pen to this com- 
ing people. They not only need it, but 
they are eagerly inquiring and accept glad- 
ly the word. As long as the Lord tarries, 
thousands and tens of thousands of leaf- 
lets, tracts and papers must be written, 
printed and scattered among the Jews ol 
all land. The contents must be not only 
that Jesus is the Messiah, but also that He 
is coming and all prophecy is being ful- 
filled. For this we need the prayers and 
co-operation of all our friends and all 
friends of Israel. It has been and will bea 
work of faith, and as such we do not ask 
for means or make appeals for money, but 
trust Him who is able to give the increase.

In 
Heb. i. 5 it 18 directly quoted as a Messi- 
anic prophecy relating to the Lord Jesus 
Christ exclusively. 

But how can the words in I. Sam. vii. 
14 be consistently apphed to Christ? “ Tf 
he commit iniquity I will chasten him 
with the rod of men and with the stripes 
of the children of men; but My mercy 
shall not depart away from him.” A crit- 
ical study of this passage has furnished the 
answer and shown that it may be correctly 
translamd, “if iniquity be imputed to 
Tfim,” and we know (hat iniquity was im- 
puted to the Lord Jesus Christ, for “ He 
was made sin for us who knew no sin,” 
and when so imputed to TYim Jie was 
“chastened with the rod of men and with 
the stripes of the children of men,” for “it 
pleased the Lord to bruise Him, and by 
{fis stripes we are healed.” Still later in 
the chapter we reach even a higher point 
of Messianic fulfilment. In responding to 
this great promise of the Coming One, 
David answers, “ Who am I, Oh, Lord, and 
what is my house that Thou hast brought 
me hitherto? And this was yet a small 
thing in Thy sight, Oh, Lord, God, that 
Thou hast also spoken of Thy servant’s 
house for a great while to come and of a 
Man of great estate,” as the Jast clause of 
this verse may be more correctly inter- 
preted. This Man of great estate of whom 
God had spoken was no other than the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

And so we see for our comfort and in- 
struction that when God refuses our prof- 
fered service or our earnest prayer He has 
for us a compensation as precious as that 
He gave to David. In the first place it is 
a compensation through the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Itis something in Him which He 
gives us. It is some deeper revelation, 
some fuller experience of His grace and 
lave, which is warth all that we could ask 
or the world conld give. Did He keep you 
back from some cherished plan or take 
from you some treasure of your affection? 
Beloved, it was that He might give you 
Jesus through it in some deeper way and 
make up to you with heavenly solace for 
the loss of earthly blessing. 

Then, as in David’s ease, He gives you 
samething “for a great while to come.” 
iTe may refuse you some present gratifica- 
tion, but Ile lays up in store for you some 
eternal heritage of glory. Oh, if we could 
extend our vision and take in the far per- 
spective we might be Jaying up every day 
some “ treasure in the heavens which fail- 
eth not,” and, ont of hite’s disappoint- 
ments we might be forging eternal gains. 
Do men wrong us? Let us look up and say, 
Lord, lay up for me some word of com- 
mendation at the throne. No earthty for- 
tuncs fail us? Lect us by the wand of faith

IV. A WISE SUBSTITUTION, 


While God refused the service that 
David proffered He appointed his son, Sol- 
omon, to perform the task. At the same 
time He gave a reason for this substitu- 
He told 
David it was not fit for him to build the 


temple because his reign was associated 


with conflict and blood and. that the tem- 


ple was a symbol of the condition of peace 


and triumph where the battle was already 


fought and the throne of peace established 


forever. The symbol of David’s reign was 
the shifting tabernacle of the wilderness, 
suggestive of change, conflict and trial. 
The temple, however, was significant of 
that future age when Christ shall reign in 
Tlis millennial glory and sway the sceptre 
of a peaceful empire for a thousand years. 
Now, Solomon was a true type of all this 
and, therefore, it was his part to build that 
temple. This will explain why God often 
refuses to accept some of our services or to 
bless some of our plans. We are trying to 
build a temp}c here and accomplish a work 
which only belongs to the millennium, - 

When we set out to have a_ perfect 

church and an ideal society, when we ex- 
pect to close all the saloons, convert all 
the heathen, put down all the wickedness 
and have some Utopia of perfect blessed- 
ness, we are anticipating the age, we are 
ahead of the times, we are trying to trans- 
late a season of conflict, sin and tempta- 
tion, into a millennium that has not yet 
dawned and God will not bless these plans. 
Many of us have tricd them and failed and 
come back to the realization that we are 
not building temples here or accomplish- 
ing any form of perfect work. We are 
simply quarrying stones out in the moun- 
tains and hewing timbers for a building 
that will be erected by-and-by when Christ. 
Himself shall come and rear a temple for 
the millennial age. Let us be content to 
work at the rough materials, to see our am- 
bitions dissolve and fail, and look forward 
to the “ great while to come,” which David 
saw, when all our hopes will be fulfilled 
and we shall dwell in a “ city that hath 
foundations, whose builder and maker is 
Cod.” 

There was another reason suggested for 
God’s refusal of David’s proffered service. 
IIe intimated that He did not care very 
much about temples anyhow, and had been 
perfectly content to wander through the 
wilderness in shifting tents. What God 
wants 1s not splendid architectural palaces, 
but living temples of holy hearts in which 
He can dwell and rule. If do not believe 
a song would ccasc in heaven if all the 


enlendid Gothie eathedrals in the world 
would be shaken to pieces by an earth- 
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quake to-morrow. God could let them all 
Fo rather than have a single saint defile 
he living temple of the Holy Ghost. 


V. A BEAUTIFUL ACQUIESCENCE AND COo- 
OPERATION IN GOD’S PLAN. 


David not only acquiesced in the Divine 
message but went to work with all his 
might to help to accomplish it, and labored 
as unselfishly for the temple that Solomon 
should build as if he himself had been en- 
trusted with the entire task. During the 
remaining years of his reign he collected 
the prodigious sum of three thousand mill- 
ions of dollars in moncy and materials and 
gave himself, of his own personal wealth, 
the magnificent contribution of over eigh- 
ty millions of dollars for this work. 

Nay, further, he devoted himself to pre- 
pare a service and ritual for the house of 
God that should be built with twenty-four 
corps of ministering priests, two hundred 
and cighty-eight leaders of song, a choir 
of four thousand voices, four thousand 
porters and twenty-four thousand Levites 
for the other offices of the service of the 
Lord. All this he left in perfect order for 
Solomon’s administration, and he himself 
lent his splendid genius and inspired gift 
of poetry and music, leading sometimes 
the choral service with his own harp and 
yoice with Divine enthusiasm. 

Beloved, have we learned to take as 
much delight in God’s work through the 
hand of another as when it bears the im- 
press of our own personality? The only 
way to do this is by sceing no man in it, 
but recognizing it wholly as the work of 
God and remembering that the workers 
are ITis instruments subject to His author- 
ity, summoned and prepared at Eis sover- 
eign will. No man is ready to say, “ Ilere 
am J, Lord, send mc,” unti] he has first 
learned to say, “Lord, send by whom Thou 
wilt send.” | 

Tinally, let us learn from the spirit of 
David the spirit of large heartedness and 
magnanimity in the work of God. What a 
splendid spectacle! A king and a whole 
kingdom laying themselves out with all 
their resources to honor God and build a 
monument for His glory may well put to 
shame our pretensions of being a loyal 
Christian nation or even an honest church 
of Christ, while we are putting our bil- 
lions into the enterprises of commerce and 
the armaments of war, and our paltry pen- 
nies are decmed sufficient to supply the re- 
sources for the evangelization of the wor'd 
and the bringing in of the kingdom of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Oh, how small, how 
shameful, how urtworthy the spirit of mod- 
ern Christianity ! 

God forgive us and lift up some voice 
that can penctrate to the selfish ear of 
trade and strike some blow that will shat- 
ter the coffers of religious selfishness and 
consecrate their treasures to build, not a 
temple of material masonry, but a house 
of spiritual stones of saved and sanctified 
men and women, a work which will fulfill 
the loving purpose for which He died, and 
give the knowledge of salvation to all the 
world that He Himself may come and 
build that greater temple of the new Jeru- 
salem, of which Solomon’s splendid edifice 
was only a transient type.

THE FIRST FRUITS OF THE 
SPIRIT. 
Rom, viii. 23. ; 


© Ye shall count unto you from the... 
day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave- 
offering; seven sabbaths” (or weeks) “shall 
be complete: even unto the morrow after 
the seventh sabbath shall ye numher fifty 
days ” (a pentecost of days); “and ye shall 
... bring out of your habitations two wave 
loaves of two-tenths deal: they shall be of 
fine flour; they shall be baken with leaven; 
they are the first fruits unto the Lord.” 
So ran the old law. 

On the day of Pentecost, as the priests 
in the temple were performing this out- 
ward ceremonial, the essence of it—that 
which it had prefigured for so many centu- 
ries—was taking place in an upper room 
hard by. For when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with one ac- 
cord in one place, and they were all filled 
with the Ifely Ghost. On that blessed 
day, the Lord Jesus, so to spcak, entered 
the temple of His church, bearing with 
Ilim the firstfruits of that most holy and 
glorious Spimt, on whom Jlis disciples 
were to jive, as men live on the new bread 
of the harvest, till the angel messengers 
should summon them to the bridal feast. 
“We have,” says the apostle, “the first- 
fruits of the Spirit.” 

But though as to the spirit we are thus 
hifted into glad union with the rison Jesus, 
we cannot forget that by our body we are 
still united to a world of vanity, sorrow 
and pain. ** We ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption of our 
body.” 

And the pain and groaning are not for 
ourselves alone, but are part of the univer- 
sal suffering of the present age. “ Vor we 
know that the whole creation groancth and 
travaileth im pain together until now.” 

We have thus received the following 
conceptions: 

I. The saint is set in a world of pain. It 
is asad world. Full often has its aspect 
rent tender hearts with anguish and filled 
sensitive minds with doubt and guestion- 
ing. There are the nameless wrongs which 
man inflicts upon his fellow, the mere re- 
cital of which is too terrible to read. A 
great statesman said the other day, that 
he often could not read down the page on 
which there was a recital of the horrors 
inflicted on the defenceless Armenians by 
the Turks, There are the terrors of storm 
and tempest, which steamers despair of 
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weathering and which carry devastation 
and wreckage all around the coast. There 
are the wrongs of the dumb animals that 
serve us so patiently. There are the hor- 
rors and inhumanities of our boasted civ- 
ilization, of the public-house, the drunk- 
ard’s home, the starvation of the unem- 
ployed. And even when we turn to na- 
ture, with its exquisite flowers and fruits, 
there is no flower without a freckle, no 
fruit without incipient decay. The trail 
of the serpent is in Paradise; the curse of 
the ground compels man to eat his bread 
with tears and carn it with the sweat of his 
brow. ‘The creation was made subjcct to 
vanity—to failure and decay, and it is sub- 
ject to it to-day. | | 
The apostle goes back to the original of 
things, and says that this subjection was 
due to one who subjected it. Who is this? 
Some say it is the Lord Tlimself, who, in 
His inscrutable but hely will, bade physi- 
eal evil correspond to the moral evil of This 
conscious fallen ercatures, angels or men. 
And it is certainly true that the connec- 
tion could not have been established apart 
from His appointment. Some affirm that 
it refers to Satan, who was God’s appointed 


viecregent of all that was created, and who 


in his fall dragged down the whole realm 
which had been entrusted to his sovereign- 
ty. But surely it is more in keeping with 
the whole: passage to suppose that man 
is here intended as the agent in subjecting 
nature to vanity. Inasmuch as his final 
glory will be a.crisis of mysterious blessing 
and emancipation to the whole created 
universe, so that it will be delivered from 
the cancer of decay and admitted io an 
endicss acon of indissoluble life and splen- 
dor, it stands to reason that it is to his fall 
we must attribute the blight which has set- 
tled on the entire creation. 

Nature has good reason to groan; but, 
thank God, hers are the groans of travail, 
the premonitors of birth; she is animated 
by a glorious hope.

There are days in the believer’s life 
when his blood runs faster than usual.

Whence do these blessed 
experiences come? Not from below; not 
from within, but from above. They are 
the movements of the Ifoly Spirit, which 
betray and certify the existence of the 
world of which Jesus spoke. At such dimes 
we need no further proof. As the grapes 
of schol, the pomegranates, figs and cit- 
rons proved to the travel-stained host that 
there had been no exaggeration in the de- 
scription of Canaan as a land which flowed 
with mifk and honey, and assured them of 
the reality of their destined inheritance; 
as the chips that floated past the bark 
whieh Columbus steered toward the new 
world, convinced his crew that land was 
not far away; as the wagons sent to convey 
the aged patriarch to Egypt, brought with 
them the certain evidenee that the son 
whom he had mourned for dead was alive: 
so these blessed experiences in our hearts 
assure us that we have not followed skil- 
fully devised chimeras and fables in de- 
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taching ourselves from the werld around, 
and becoming pilgrims of the eternal and 
UPSCEN. 

But we may also look on these most rap- 
{urous experiences as the specimen and 
saropse of the blessedness which shall one 
day be ours. Now, they arc in part; then 
in full; now, crossed and broken by earth’s 
shadows; then, in unclouded noon; now, 
shallow as a fard, or the receding tide, 
then, pleasure shall be always in flood. In 
other words, what we are in fits and 
snatehes and moments, we shall be always 
and forever.

Concerning the 6,000 years of the world, 
those chronologists who, by working with- 
out astronomical measurements, say that 
6,000 years are completed in our 1896, 
greatly err, because, if such were the case, 
the last transit of the planet Venus would 


not have occurred in 1882, but in 1782, 
and present celipses would be three 
rionths later in the year, through which 
they proceed in the course of 649 years 
{see All Past Time}. 

Although the 1290 years of Dan. xii. 11 
aie necessarily included in the Jewish sev- 
ex times, or £520 years, yet the 1335 years 
are not. They form part of the period 
having its commencement with the Gen- 
tile times in 38376, Indeed, it is clear that 
both periods are mentioned to notify the 
completion of two events, first, the end of 
the Jewish times; and, secondly, the com- 
pletion of the 6,000 years of the age of the 
world, as follows:

But observe, 6,001 is the first day of 
that year. The age of the world is ecom- 
puted in the same way as the age of h 
man. No man is thirty years old til he 
comes to the first day of his thirty-first 
year. Hence the words: “Cometh to the 
1335 days.” 

{ must also add that the great prophe- 
eles of Seripture have a most remarkable 
feature by ending as they began, that is to 
say, they end on the same year of the solar 
cycle, same month, same date of the month 
and same day of the week on which they 
began. Yea, more, for they end when the 
eclipses are of the same character, and by 
this we see that THe who directs and con- 
trols the orbs of heaven is the author of 
prophecies! 

There are, indeed, a great number of 
splendid new facts to be obtained from 
Seripture when it is properly treated, and 
I am sure that the unlearned men who 
deny the truth of the Pentateuch and 
other historical portions of Seripture—I 
regret that many of them are clergymen— 
would be filled with admiration rather 
than doubt if they were shown, as they 


tion. 


ought to have been shown at college, that 
the Bible is unsurpassed for its precision 
respecting astronomical and scientific time, 
and that to challenge Biblical time or his- 
tory—and I would specially mention the 
records of creation and the flood—is to 
challenge and mock at the movements of 
all the planetary bodies and the eternal 
laws under which we live. Had the system 
of time at our observatories been based on 
natural years and their number that which 
has been formed by the carth, instead of 
those which Parliaments give us, Scrip- 
ture would have been understood and a 
host of erroneous translations would not 
have appeared. The Royal Geographical 
Society settles all distances and localities 
by latitudes and longitudes obtained by ce- 
lestial observations and measurements, and 
until we treat time in the same way, the 
records of Seripture will be unknown. 
Gen. i. is a point of time from which all 
eclipses and transits work with precision, 
and are now tabulated, bringing them 
down to those now seen, and supplics us 
with momentous evidences of “ the begin- 
ning ” of the present motions of the earth 
and moon. These evidences show that the 
earth did not turn on its axis in less than 





360 days before creation, and had no ob-: 


liquity of its axis for producing seasons, 
and that on the “ fourth day,” which the 
eclipses of that year show was Wednesday, 
the sun was “ set” on the equinoctial col- 
urc, where we now find it on the fourth 
day of every solar year, Sept. 23d. Igno- 
rance of these scientific facts of Gen. i. has 
led many geologists into error, and had the 
revisers, when they gave us a new Bible, 
been equal to their work and purged it 
from the pagan rubbish in which men 
have entombed it, then no seeptic could 
have laid a finger on it, and all Christians 
would have seen that the Sacred Text is 
an inspired book from the first word to the 
last—true and simple in all its years and 
dates—and that “the voice that rolls the 
stars along spake all the promiscs.” 
Respecting the second advent, concern- 
mg which so many letters reach me, some 
men remark that the Lord said, “ Of that 
day and hour knoweth no man.” The 


Greek docs not really say this. The words 
are, “Concerning that day and hour,” 
which may refer more to the incidents 
connected with the Lord’s coming than 
the time. At the period when the words 
were spoken some of the incidents may 
haye been left an open question, for in 
some way the administration of the Divine 
government is im several parts of Scrip- 
ture contingent on the actions and char- 
acter of mankind. The repentance of Nin- 
evah is sufficiently conclusive on this 
point. But I would grant the interprcta- 
We do net know the day or hour. 


More than this we do not know the month; 


Gil 


nay, we know not the year. But we well 
understand the period, because in Dan. vii. 
13 it is definitely stated in words of great 
sublimity. We are told that the Son of 
Man comes when the Ancient of Days— 
when the Everlasting Father—comes into 
the mid-hcavens, or as He came whén the 
Jaw was delivered on the heights of Sinai. 
It therefore appears that the coming of the | 
Lord Jesus Christ must be shortly before 
or soon after the commencement of the 
thirty years from 18983 to 19281. We 
know this because the Ancient of Days 
comes before the little horn ceases to pre- 
vail. We are also told that the Jews will 
be converted at the end of the Gentile 
times (Rom. xi. 25) and they will not be 
placed in their own land till after the res- 
urrection (compare Ez. xxxvii. 12, 14 with 
Dan. xii. 1, 2, which are important pas- — 
sages of instruction}. We also know that 
the first or holy resurrection takes place 
when the Lord comes (TI. Thes. iv. 14-16 
and I. Cor. xy. 51, 52). So that whilst on 
one hand we must avoid supposition, we 
must not rush to the opposite extreme by 
ignoring what is written, otherwise Scrip- 
ture has no meaning at all. There is a 
statement made in Dan. xi. 10 respect- 
ing our knowledge of the great prophecies 
at the time of the end, and we must not 
overlook it. We are told that “the wise 
shall understand.” This is written to en- 
courage our study and to impress: our 
minds with the fact that prophecies are 
written to convince us that the Scriptures 
are inspired. , 

The book of Revelation is a narration 
of what will occur in the thirty years T 
have stated. Chap. iv. is similar to Dan. 
vit., but the coming history actually be-— 
gins with chap. vii. by sealing 144,000 
Jews, who, as the chosen race, will again 
be the representatives of the salvation of 
the world, all Christians, resurreeted and 
glorified, are the multitude which no man 
could number. They have ascended to 
mect the Lord in the air, or mid-heavens, 
where both St. Paul and Daniel (vii. 13) 
says the Sons of Man will be to receive 
them. 

This, then, is the lesson which investi- 
gation of Scripture and the science of time 
reveals, We may expect that all civil 
governments and “isms” will be over- 
turned in six years hence (I write these 
lincs in January, 1892), and that Divine 
authority will follow. We must also ex- 
pect that most of the righteous persons 
now Jiving will never sec death. Chris- 


lians have now not long to labor and warn 


the disobedient. Soon we shall hear the 
shout of archangels and the booming 
trumpets which will herald the presence of 
the Son of the Living God. Events will 
transpire rapidly one after the other, and 
they are so near that even men far ad- 
vanced in years may expect to see the be- 
ginning of the grand climax of the plan of 
redemption. But although some may close 
their eyes in death before the Prince of 
lafe appears, yet their bones, like those of 
Joseph, will not have turned to dust be- 
fore the deliverance. Shortly, the right- 
eous departed will be back again—yes, 
hack again—for “those that sleep in Jesus, 
God will bring with Hm,”

THE ORIENTAL SERMON.

“Dear me! Ife hasn’t any head!” That 


is what people say when I show them one 
of my portfolio pictures, and then I am 
able to explain what it means. 

Here is the story, related to us in a 
noon prayer-mecting by the teacher of our 
station school. “ When I was a student at 
Ahmednaggar,” he began, “I was very 
fond of drawing pictures upon the black- 
board, [ used to suceced particularly well 
with the figure of a man. T would begin 
at the bottom and draw first his fect, then 
work upwards till I reached his neck. But 
{ could get no further, so he always had to 
be left headless. One day the principal of 
the school watched me with considerable 
interest as [ drew my figure. I began, as 
usual, at the wrong end by putting the 
shoes on my man’s fect and dressing him 
elaborately all the way up to his coat col- 
Jar. One of his hands held a canc, the 
other was outstretched as though he were 
making an itinerating address. Then I 
stopped. The Sahib said to me, ‘ Very 
well, indeed, go on? ST cannot go on,’ T 
answered. “But where is his head?’ ‘Pleasc, 
sir, I don’t know! [ean only make him up 
to his coat collar. I never learned to put 
a head on him! The Sahib laughed, and 
that absurd, headless figure of mine set 
me thinking. It has been ever since an 
Wustration to me of the church without 
Christ. 
be, how beautiful its service, nor how 
attractive its outward forms, yet if Christ 
be missing it seems as incomplete as a well- 
dressed, headless figure. 

Dear friend, this thought may suggest 
to us still more than eclesia Sine Christo. 
for not only has it been given our Lord to 
be Mead over the Church, but over “ ail 
things to the Chureh ” (Eph. i. 22). “Jesus 
... that in af? things He might have the 
the pre-eminence ” (Col. i. 18). 

A Jlome Without Christ. “ Christ is the 
I¥ead of this house, the Unseen Guest at 
every meal, the Silent Listener to every 
_ conversation.” Not upon the walls of 
every home could this familiar motto be 
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appropriately hung. Then, with no ac- 
knowledged Fead what remains of such a 
body but a monstrosity? Its various mem- 
bers associated only amongst themselves, 
and never having grown up “into Tlm 
in all things, which is the Ilead, even 
Christ ” (Eph. iv. 15), must lack truest 
umity of purpose, must fail miserably of 
ihe ideal. Thus to home-circles every- 
where comes, in new guise, Christ’s old- 
time reminder, “ Without Me ye ean do 
nothing.” 

A Life Without Christ. Many are trying 
to live a sort of headless life. They have 
varied gifts and graces which clothe them 
sumptuouslty up to the coat collar, as it 
were. Their accomplishments make them 
to be everywhere sought after by headless 
people hke themselves. Nut it is an un- 
real, abnormal, incomplete life they are 
living. Bl-ssed exchange, to come “in the 
unity of the faith and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ ” (ph. iv. 13). 

The Detatls of Work Without Christ. 
“Wore not my prayer-meeting thoughts 
original and well connected?” somebody 
asks. “ Did I not write a clever article for 
our denominatienal paper?” says another. 
“Ts not my influence over others all that 
it should be? Tell me what is lacking in 
my Christian -life and service.” And the 
answer comes, that there is so little of 
Christ in it all! He only “is worthy to be 
praised.” “ Beware, lest any man spoil 
you through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world and not after Christ. 
For in Him dwelleth all the fullness of 
the Godhead bodily. And ye are com-

1. It was only a little coat. Bat what 
love it expressed! (1. Sam. 11. 19). “More- 
aver, his mother made him a little coat, 
and brought it to him from year to year.” 
What happy times for little Samuel when 
his mother fitted on his new coat every 
year! The little coat was the expression of 
the mother’s love—thinking, working and 
blessing. 

What is so pure, so good, so fair, so like the 
realms above, 


Within this frail and mortal world as tender 
mother’s love. 


There is only one thing purer and greater, 
and that is God’s great love. 

2. It was only a little eake, but what 
blessings it brought! (I. Kings xvii. 13). 
“Rut make me a little cake first, and hring 
if to me, and after make for thee and for 
thy son.” This is not selfishness, but faith. 
Elijah represented God, and he put Cod 
first. This was a cake full of plums of 
blessing, food and, supply for “many 
days” (v.15). God’s promises are like this 
little cake, full of blessing and sweetness.

24, 25.) 

5. It was only a ttle child. But what 
good service she rendered! “A little maid, 
and she waited on Naaman’s wife” (1. 
Kings v. 2). She had kind thoughts, earn- 
est words, a bright testimony, and did 
happy service. (See verses 3, 4 and 14.) 
The lessons from these little folks are all 
pointed and practical.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON, 


July $3, $897,

PAUL AND THE PHILIPPIAN JAILOR. 
Acts, xvi. 22-34. 


Golden text. Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Ghrist and thou shalt be saved and thy 
honse. Acts xvi. 22-34. 


Introductory. The story of our lesson 
is the sequel of another incident. During 
Pauls ministry in Philippi he was fol- 
lowed by a slave girl who was possesse by 
an evil spirit of divination. This girl was 
owned by a company of men who made 
money out of her supposed prophetic pow- 
er. In this way they worked upon the cre- 
dulity of the people. Being greatly an- 
noyed by the cries of this maiden, who pro- 
claimed the missionaries to be the servants 
of Gad, and recognizing the Satanic char- 
acter of her power, Paul cast out the evil 
spirit in the name of the Lord. Instantly, 
the girl Jost her charm and with it also 
went the hope of gain for her masters. 
Wild with rage, these men turned upon 
Paul and Silas and dragged them before 
the civil authorities, charging them with 
disturbing the peace and introducing ille- 
gal customs, 

I. HXPLANATORY NOTES. 


1. The unlawful beating and imprison- 
ment of Paul and Silas {verses 22-24). 
The lesson begins with the apprehension 
of Paul and Silas. <A careful study of the 
section fails to disclose any legal ground 


for their arrest. The enemies of Paul seem 
to have been waiting for an exeuse to 


break up his work. This was furnished 
by the miracle he had just performed. 
The action of the populace and the mag- 


istrates was characterized by impulsive 
haste and inflamed passion. There was no 
pretense of a trial. Mob law reigned su- 
preme. Even the magistrates themselves 
{ook a hand im the scourging. Without 
inquiring into the nationality of the pris- 
oners or into the character of their of- 
fence, and without giving them any oppor- 
tunity of self-defence, the civil authorities 
thrust Paul and Silas into the inner prison 
of the Philippian jail. By the inner prison 
is probably not meant a subterranean vault 
but an intertor cell lying in the rear of the 
larger and more public prison. Admission 
to this inner prison was by means of a 
sypand opening which, when closed, shut 
out aff Gght and air and rendered the place 
dark, damp and unhealthy. Stocks con- 
sisted of a picce of wood with holes, in 
which the feet, stretched widely apart, 
were placed, thus causing intense pain and 
preventing the prisoner from securing any 
rest, 

v. Lhe midnight prayer and pratse meet- 
ing (verses 25, 26). 


Two courses were open to Paul and Silas. 


They could murmur against God because 
of the misfortune that had overtaken them 
or they could praise God for Ilis goodness 
tothem. It did not take long for them to 
choose between these alternatives. With 
their backs bruised and biceding from the 
scourging of the lictors, with their bodies 
tortured by the cruel rack, and amid the 
dampness, gloom, filth and vermin of their 
natrow prison cell, Paul and Silas lifted 
up the voice of prayer. and praise unto 
God. When the body is fettered the soul 
1s unrestrained and can soar on the wings 
of praise and prayer into the very audience 
chamber of the King of kings. The carth- 
quake that followed may be regarded as 
God’s response ta the joyous devotion of 
His servants. It was the testimony of na- 
ture to the Divine character of the mission 
of Paul and Silas. The prison doors were 
probably secured by single bars supported 
by deorposts. The prisoners were fastened 
to the walls by the stocks or by chains. 
The convulsions of the carthquake un- 
doubtedly stretched the doorposts apart, 
which allowed the bars to fall, thus leav- 
ing the doors free to swing open. In like 
manner, the stones of the walls would be 
loosened, detaching the fastenings of the 
chains and thus setting the prisoners at 
liberty. The fact that none of the prison- 
ers escaped can be easily accounted for. 
The earthquake shock probably struck 
them with terror or the time that clapsed 
from the earthquake till the appearance 
of the jailor may have been too short for 
them to flee. 

3. The conversion of the Philippine jatlor 
(verses 27-32). 

This man is an interesting study, both 
in himself and as the second recorded con- 
vert in Europe. The pen of inspiration 
has drawn a faithful picture of the jailor’s 
mner life and of the change wrought 
therein. Let us note the process of trans- 
formation in his character. 

(a) A would-be suicide. 

The Roman law made a prison-keeper 
responsible for the safety of the prisoners 
committed to his care. If they escaped he 
forfeited his own life (Acts xii. 27; xxvii. 
42). The discovery that the prison doors 
were open prompted the jailor to take his 
own life. Peering out into the night froin 
the prison darkness Paul could see the 
jailor’s actions and thus restrained him 
from killing himself by the assurance that 
the prisoners were safe. 

(b) A convicted sinner. 

Paul and Silas were the most important 
prisoners. The jailor had reccived a spe- 
cial charge for their safe keeping. Un- 
doubtedly he knew of their work in Phi- 
lippi and may have regarded them with 
curious interest. The startling events of 
the night were connected in his mind with 
these men. By some means conviction for 
sin was produced in the jailor’s heart, and 
he fell down at the feet of Paul and Silas 
a penitent sinner seeking salvation. ‘The 
apostle’s reply is a srecinct statement of 
the condition of salvation. “ Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” How simple and 
yet how comprehensive! [tis the one pre- 
scription that will cure the sin-sick soul. 


(c) A baptised disciple. 


The Word of God by the operation of 
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the Holy Spirit regenerates character. The 
baptism of the jailor is the proof of his 
conversion. We are not told just what per- 
sons comprised the jailor’s household. 
Whether children were included js a fair 
subject of inquiry, but one impossible to 
determine, The question must be left in 
doubt. ; ee 

(c) A hospitable saint. 

After his conversion the jailor probably 
eonducted Paul and Silas to his own 
apartments, which some authorities con- 
sider to have been ahove the prison. llere 
he washed away the blood from their 
wounds and ministered to their necessities. 
A charming scene is portrayed in the clos- 
ing verses of the lesson. The crue} jailor 
has become the Christian host, entertain- 
ing as his welcome guests men who, a few 
hours before, were condemned prisoners! 
From a jail to a Christian home; from the 
darkness, dampness and filth of a prison 
eell to the brightness, healthfulness and 
cleanliness of a godly family cirele. This 
is the transformation wrought in human 
lives by the gospel of the grace of God. 


II. EXEGETICAL POINTS. 


1. “ Commanded to beat them ” (verse 
27); the reference is to the scourging of 
rods by the lictors (IT. Cor. xi. 25), 

2. “Stocks ” (verse 24), a heavy piece of 
board with five holes for the head, hands 
and feet. 

3. “Prayed and sang praises” (verse 25). 
Literally, “praying, they were singing 
hymns.” The prayer and praise were min- 
gled. The tense of the verbs indicates con- 
tinued action. 

4. “ Prisoners heard them” (verse 25), 
1. c., listened attentively. 

5. “Would have killed himself” (verse 
27), 1. ¢., was about to kill himself. 

6. “Light” (verse 29), lights, plura) 
number. 

%. “ Believe ” (verse 31). The tense of 
the verb indicates an instantaneous act. 
Not keep belteving, but set your faith on 
Christ. 

8. “ Washed” {verse 33). The bathing 
of the whole body is implied. 


TIT, TEACHING POINTS. 


Throughout the explanatory notes will 
be found many suggestive applications of 
the lesson. The following points, however, 
may be emphasized: 

1. When trouble comes it is better to 
praise God than complain against Him. 
A Christian can always sing himself out 
of discouragement and difficulty (Psalms 
xxxiv. 1; I. Thes. v. 18). 

2. When the body is racked with pain 
a soul can pray and sing praises unto 

rod. 

3. Praise is the highest form of prayer 
(Psalm e. 4), 

4, The condition of salvation is simply 
to believe on the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Every one can do this, because 
the faith to believe is the gift of God 
(Eph. ti. 8). 

5. A Christian should not neglect to ob- 
serve the ordinance of baptism. To be 
baptized is a direct command and thereby 
we show our allegiance to Christ (Matt. 
xxviii. 19, 20),

Knowing 
that as soon as the “Gospe) of the Kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto al] nations, then shall the end be,” 
we mnake this work the exercise and outlet of 
ali our spiritual blessings. There is nothing 
so perfectly satisfying to the redeemed soul 
as the privilege of taking part in the work 
of bringing “the King back.” Alliance peo- 
ple understand this. They not only give, 
but they go. They not only go, but they

give more. Better than that,they give them- 
selves. The world has probably never seen

years, It has been the astonishment of ali 
who have witnessed it. It is because it is of 
God. 


With such ftinspiring doctrines and such 
practical expression of them in life, behind; 
and with such eager desire to receive them 
on the part of so many, before, the Hfe of a 
Field Secretary can be but little other than 
one of constant privilege in spreading the 
truth and arranging to have it taken to those 
whom he cannot reach. 

Since sending in the last installment of 
“Field Notes’ I have travelled in many 
States and visited many peoples. Two 
months and more were spent in Michigan, 
(llinois, Wiseonsin and Minnesota. As 
much time was devoted to the great States of 
California, Oregon and Washington. I have 
attended conventions recently in Missouri, 
Tennessee, Georgia, North Carolina, Vir- 
ginta, West Virginia, Maryland, the. District 
of Columbia, New York and Pennyslvania. 

The last, and probably the most interesting 
of recent conventions, was that held in Chi- 
cago, May 26th to 28th. Moody’s Tabernacle, 
the historic and ecapacious auditorium in 
which so many and notable Christian gath- 
erings have occurred in recent years, never 
witnessed more tender, meiting and gracious 
Scenes than those over which the Holy 
Ghost presided at this meeting. The open- 
ing service was attended by a most gracious 
and manifest outpouring of the Spirit. As 
the days advanced the flow from the foun- 
tain swelled into floods of blessing. Many 
accepted the blessed teachings of the four- 
fold Gospel. 

The attendance was all that could have 
been asked. It was constantly large, but be- 
came overflowing toward the end. People 
came from towns, cities and States. Many 
came early in the morning and remained all 
day, bringing their lunches with them. No- 
body seemed to grow weary, although the 
services were held almost solidiy through all 
the hours from 10 A. M. until 10 P. M. 

Much teaching was given on the Holy 
Spirit and the Christ life. One or two gerv- 
ices were devoted to the presentation of the 
doctrine of the Lord’s return. The service at 
which “Divine healing” was presented was 
followed by an anointing service at which 
about eighty men, women and children com- 
plied with the command of James. The 
final service was devoted to “Missions,” and 
fulty a hundred of the Lord’s elect came and 
asked for our blank faith missionary pledges. 
It was a day of sweeping power. 

We had an unusually strong team of work- 
ers at Chicago. Brothers Simpson, Merritt 
and Gaebelein came on from New York. 
Brother W. EK. Blackstone, author of “Jesus 
ts Coming,’ gave two splendid and inspiring 
addresses on the “Lord’s Coming,’ and 
“Thibet.” The Blackstone family sang sev- 
eral simple, tender and beautiful Gospel 
songs the last day. Brother Wilton 8. Bales, 
pastor of the Fowler M. E. Crurch, Chicago, 
and Brother H. R| Calkins, pastor of the 
Sheffield Avenue M. E. Church, Chicago, and 
Mrs. Caikins, each gave sweet Holy Ghost 
addresses during the course of the meeting. 
Two of our missionaries, one from China 
and the other from Japan, added to the gen- 
eral fund of good fellowship and truth, by 
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their presence and work. Other Joeal work- 
ers whose names we do not recall gave us 
much appreciated assistance. Brother R. H. 
Trumbull, President of the Chicago Alliance, 
presided. The srrangements, even to de- 
tails, were kept splendidlyin hand by Brother 
Wm. S. Young, Secretary. 

We hope, ere the summer closes, to have 
launched another great summer convention 
in the vicinity of Chicago. Neither the place 
nor date have yet been settled upon. ft is 
greatly needed and our people desire it. A 
commission was appointed during the con- 
vention to arrange for it. It is composed of 
some of the leading members of the Alliance 
in Illinois and will have a meeting in the 
near future and take the necessary steps to 
consummate the project. 

Another important forward step was tak- 
en at the convention which will, no doubt, 
greatly strengthen our work now and speed 
its growth in the future. Illinois, Wiscan- 
sin and Minnesota were arranged into a dis- 
trict and big-hearted, level-headed Brother 
Memminger imported from Pennsylvania and 
made its Superintendent. The opportunity 
for hard work and large development is one 
of the best in the country. The new Super- 
intendent has been tried and found true, 
We expect great things from the new district 
in days to come. 

At 10.30 o’clock Friday night Stephen Mer- 
ritt and myself, he headed for California, T 
for Colorado, tired but rejoicing, hastened to 
trains to be whirled into the night and the 
great West.

Thus weread from her own hand. The year 
795 she followed light as it dawned upon her. 
i recall her coming to us one summer even- 
ing and explaining from Romans that she 
must be baptised by immersion. We saw 
she was not only convicted but convinced. 
We knew her firmness, yet told her how it 
would incur criticism from her friends. She 
was baptised soon after this, followed by the 
extra, blessing promised in Mark x. 30. ‘“‘with 
persecutions,” but she simply met ajl with 
Scripture answers. Her good judgment, 
quiet life and firm faith were lasting lessons 
as she went through these severe tests and 
trials. The next step was her call to foreign 
mission work. 

“Brothers Woodcock and Jaffray visited 
Altoona and spoke on missions. From that 
time she contributed liberally with loving 
anerifice to missions, and was ready for the 
Lord’s opening to go herself. In the sum- 
mer of ’96 Mr. Matthew Francis, a returned 
missionary from the Soudan, visited Aitoona, 
where he met Miss May. During the winter

he again visited several times, and a friend- 
ship which augmented into the most tender 
devotion and love sprang up between these 
two lives. The result was their marriage, 
January 20, 1897, in New York. Ten days 
later they set sail for their mission in the 
dark Soudan. They had a prosperous voy- 
age. Mr, Francis was attacked once with 
fever, and he writes: “Minnie prayed for me 
and I was soon well. Again at Robethel my 
old station. I said to her, ‘I am feeling quite 
sick.’ She knelt by my side and prayed, in 
a few moments I was well. Oh! how I will 
miss her.... On the way into the interior 
as we stopped for lunch. She saw the nat- 
ives and her heart was moved toward them. 
Samuel interpreted for her while she told 
them of Jesus.... What a priceless treas- 
ure!” 

Further on during the journey she was at- 
tacked with fever and by the time they 
reached the station she was very sick. Ev- 
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ery possible care was given her but she 
grew worse. The jast words she spoke were 
to the hoys gathered about her bedside, tell- 
ing them of the Gospel. Then turning to Mr. 
Francis she whispered “Jesus” several times 
and passed away April 1, 1897, to be‘ with 
the Lord.”’ 

Again we will quote from Mr. Francis’ let- 
ters: 

“The loss seems too great. But God called 
her higher. It sems to me that if God had 
not comforted me, I too, would be sleeping 
by her side. But praise His name, He binds 
up the broken-hearted, Don’t think Minnie’s 
work was in vain. Her mantle seems to 
have fallen upon me. She gave her life for 
Him and it cannot be lost. . . . The 
pierced hands of Jesus still point to the lost 
Millions and I must press on alone, yet not 
alone, for He is near and exceedingly pre- 
cious. I want to add this testimony. She 
was the purest, holiest person I ever knew, 
The beauty of holiness shown from her love-_ 
ly spirit like a star and taught me more of 
God than I ever learned from any person in 
the same length of time.” 

In the Gospel Tabernacle in connection 
With the Allianee of Altoona, May 1lith, a 
memorial service was held for Mrs. 
Minnie May Francis, at which time 
Pastor W. [.. Tucker spoke from 
Heb, xl. 4. “Being dead yet speak- 
eth.” He said there is more elo- 
quence in Minnie’s death that her 
life. Being dead she speaks of the 
power of the Son of God in a human 
rage She was of the Lord, II Cor. 
iy. 8. 

She speaks, too, of the boldness 
she had for Jesus, which was the 
gife of the Holy Spirit, Prov. xxviii. 
i. “The righteous are as bold as a 
lion.” She speaks of the love of 
God, which is only gotten from the 
Holy Spirit, Rom. v. 5. 

The hope of her life was the sec- 
ond appearing of Jesus, and when 
He comes she shall be raised first, 
I Thess. iv. 15-17. 

Rey. H. H. Stiles, her former pas- 
tor, spoke briefly but tenderly of the 
early acquaintance and impressions 
of Mrs. Francis; of her strong char- 
acter and godliness. He said, “She 
was a vessel that was held up for 
God to fill. She was like a beauti-. 
ful harp that was playing in sweet-. 
est tones and God had suddenly 
placed His hand upon it and hushed 
it. It was not a life cut off, but a 
life completed.” 

Sister Smith, who was among the 
first of the C. A. workers in Al- 
toona, then spoke. She said: “T 
watched Minnie May from the first. 
time she came to the Christian Al- 
liance Home. She was always. 
obedient to the Word of God. She 
was a hungry Christian and God 
kept His word and ‘“filied her.’’ 
She told how and where Sister 
Francis received the Holy Spirit, 
when she first took Jesus for her 
body and health, and when she found 
that Christ was to come again to this earth,. 
she gave her life to foreign missions. 

Many other short addresses were given. 
Mrs, Dr. Davis Hogue spoke of the prejudice: 
she had toward the Christian Alliance. Min- 
nie May’s face had much to do with con- 
vineing her that they were not a merely 
emotional people, but people in whom was. 
the Spirit of Jesus, believing God and His 
Word in these last days of unbelief, on the: 
part of many who have a form of godliness, 
mother of the departed missionary, said: 
“My daughter has been the means in God’s: 
hands of bringing me to Himself.” Thus the 
life ig ended, and God is glorified. The eom-. 
mand has been filled, “Go ye into all the 
worlé and preach the Gospel.” 

“Living or dying I am the Lord’s” was her 
life’s motto. Now we see why we were im-. 
pressed that this young girl meant jusi what 
she said. ‘‘We thank God and take courage.” 





An Evening 
in India. 


the Ceylon and Indian 
General Mission has writ- 
ten this incident to the home friends: 

“We went to a house where the people are 
Hindoo Tamils. There are a number of wo- 
men in this house, and we always have a 
welcome there. We are taken into their 
little court, and I get a chair, and then the 
door of the court is shut to keep out the men, 
and the women squat down on the ground 
and listen. I would much prefer to sit down 
beside them, as I do in the other houses, but 
as this would offend, I do not, but take the 
offered chair. 

This evening there are a number of strang- 
ers with them; some Mohammedan women 
also, who live at the back of their house, 
join us, and so we commence. 

“After a silent ery to God that the Holy 
Spirit may touch these poor hard hearts, I 
take out my picture roll, and show them the 
picture of Jesus raising the widow of Nain’s 
son. How interested they are, and the chief 
woman of the nlace says, That? e what Jesus 
did to my son when he was sick. He made 
him better.’ Here she turns round and tells 
the other women all about her son’s illness, 
and how we visited him. Some months ago 
her only boy was given up by the native 
doctor, and we went in and knelt down and 
asked Josue to restore the child, and He did. 

“As all these stranger women have never 
heard about Jesus before, we go on to tell 
them how there fs a much worse sickness 
than sickness of the body, which is the sick- 
ness of the soul, and how we are utterly 
unable to cure the sickness, and unless it js 
cured we can never go to God’s Home, but 
fo Heil. Then we tell the good news, ‘The 


old, old story’ of the cross and resurrection. 
One young Mohammedan woman in partien- 
lar seemed much touched. As they were 
anxious to hear, we go on, and tell them 
about the woman who was a sinner, and how 
she came ta Jesus, and He put her sins away. 
Then they ask how ean they come to Jesus, 
and we tell them as simply as we can. 

“Our heart goes out to these poor women. 


Some of them have come from a distance, 
and we may never see them agin. God 


grant that His word may take root! There 
is one very old woman amongst them. She 
Says, ‘I never heard this before.’ And now 
the court door opens, and a man looks in. 
The young Mohammedan woman, who has 
deen so attentive, jumps up and runs away 
at once.

of a friendly reception by the ptople, and 
great attention to the Gospel message.His 
heart being enlarged, he trusted God to do 
gpreat things. Of his stay in one city he 
writes: “Within three days several publicly 
confessed faith in Jesus. I have never be- 
fore, so far as I can recollect, seen a city so 
moved. From different parts people come ta 
me in the inn, asking me to explain more 
fully the Gospel. And many of these in- 
quirers were men of position and influence. 
“T had only One case of opposition, and that 
broke down completely. The opposers were 
three students, evidently belonging to 
wealthy families. They had bought books 
from me, 2nd read them intelligently, and 
admitted that they were ‘good books.’ But 
their objection was the old one, that while 
the doctrine of Jesus was good for foreign- 
ers, there was no need for it in a country 
that had Confucius as their sage. 

“Amongst those who were interested in a 
general way, were a few who definitely de- 
cided to become followers of Christ Jesus, 
and two out of that number have the gift of 
leadership. When, God willing, I visit that 
place again in the autumn, I expect to find 
the foundations for a church ready.”

Legacies. as a source of income to 
missionary societies is ij- 
lustrated in the C. M. §.
